} Knowledge of his subject, having been a 
member of the first commission to the Philip- 
pines, and having made a thorough study of | 
the situation there, a study which was the 
more intelligently directed as his former 
residence in China had given him a knowl- 
edge of Eastern affairs and manners.

Why 
should he so ardently desire that they should 
be spared the disgrace of becoming citizens 
of our great republic? Why become so sud- 
denly imbued with antagonism to the Demo- 
cratic principle of expansion as exemplified 
by all Democratic statesmen from Jefferson 
to Voorhees? If he-could stand the annexa- 
tion of Hawali why balk at the acquisition 
of the Philippines? .. 

„ Mr. Bryan is not slow in giving in his 
own words the reason for his conduct. He 
does not, wait long to show the cloven foot. 
His own explanation is as follows: : 

„1 believe that we are now in a better 
position to wage a successful contest against 
imperialism than we would have been had 
the treaty been rejected.’

SAY DROWNING MAY BE MURDER 


Police Investigating Death of Henry 
Greisheimer on Lake at North 


Water Street Pier. 


Henry Greisheimer, 200 West Erie street, | 
came to his death on the pier at the foot of 
North Water street early yesterday morn- 
ing and the police are investigating the mat- 
ter. The drowning was reported at first as ac-« 
cidental. A conversation between five men 
who were with him at the time, however, led 
the police later to believe the man was 
pushed off the pier with intent to drown dur- 
ing a quarrel between himself and his com- 
panions. 

As first reported to the police the story was 
that Greisheimer left his home shortly be- 
fore midnight in company with his brother 
to go fishing on the pier. The two men fell 
asleep at sunrise and, it was stated, Henry 
Greisheimer rolled off the pier into the lake. 

A different tale, however, was related by 
five men who were overheard as they walked 
off the pier shortly afterwards and before 
news of the drowning reached the shore. It 
seems Greisheimer’s brother was not with 

him, having in fact tried to prevent him 
from going fishing when he started from 
home. Disregarding his brother's protests, 
however, the man started out and met the 
men believed to have been with him when he 
came to his death. Later a scrimmage oc-. 
curred, in which Greisheimer was pushed 
into the water.

Miss Barton Is the Only Honorary : Mem- ö 
ber of the Woman's Relief Corps, 
and Attends the Encampment as the 

_ ‘Special Guest of That Organization

Miss Clara Barton, head of the Red 
society of the United States and known and, 
loved by soldiers of many a battlefield, ar- 
rived in the city yesterday and took quar- 
ters at the mer House. 

Miss Barton is the only honorary member 
of the Women's Relief Corps. She attends 
the encampment at the special invitation of 
that organization and of the Grand Army. 
She is the guest of honor of the corps and 
will attend the reception to be given by the 
corps at 8 o'clock tomorrow evening at the 
Palmer House. 

She was accompanied to the city by Mrs. 
Ellen Spencer Mussey of Washington, Vice 
President and national counsel of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, and by * rT B. Hubbell, 
field agent of the organization. 


Comprises All but Two Nations. 

„The work of the Red Cross is in better 
condition than it has ever been before,“ said 
Miss Barton. There are today but two 
civilized nations outside the Red Cross or- 
ganization. They are China and Mexico. 
China has nothing against the Red Cross, so 
far as I can understand, and is ready today 
to embrace it. Mexico is outside the Red 
Cross merely as the result of circumstances 
—just as the United States is in the move- 
ment as the result of circumstances. The 
subject was laid before the United States 
government several times, and was refused 
favorable consideration. Finally, as the re- 
sult of circumstances, the government joined 
the Red Cross.” | 

“ And that lady sitting there was the cir- 
cumstances,” interrupted Mrs. Mussey, indi- 
cating Miss Barton. Miss Barton smiled 
deprecatingly, and motioned Mrs. Mussey to 
say nothing more about it. 

„The stories of the atrocities said to have 
been committed in China by Japanese troops 
I do not believe,” said Miss Barton. Japan 
joined the Red Cross movement about ten 
years ago, and is one of the nations most 
thoroughly identified and in sympathy with 
it. The Emperor himself.is the head of the 
Japanese Red Cross association, and the 
active head, too. The Empress is the head of 
the women’s relief section of the work, and 
the most prominent officials in the Japanese 
Empire are identified with the Red Cross,” 


How the Work Has Improved. 
Speaking of the improvements in the Red 
Cross work, Miss Barton said: ) | 
„% The Red Cross work has been improved 
from year to year by reason of the competi- 
tive contests which are held from time to 
time for ideas which will better the service. 
Improved antiseptic first dressing for 
wounds, improved methods of removing the 
wounded from the battlefield, and other im- 

provements have been introduced. 

Illustrating the effectiveness of the first- 
named branch of the servie—first dressing of 
wounds—take the battle of Santiago, where 
of the wounded brought to the base hospital 
less than 5 per cent of them suffered from 
suppuration of their wounds, and the num- 
ber of amputations was smaller than ever 
‘before known in the history of war. 

„As for the conditions in the Philippines, 
they are just about what are met with in 
any country where there is an extended cam- 
paign over a wide extent of territory—no 
better, no worse. I will say that I think 
that they have steadily improved, however.“

No Direct News Is Received from 
Gen. Chaffee in.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 24.-1Spectal. 1 
No con on has been received of the 
reported declaration of war by Germany, 
Russia, and Japan against China, nor the 
alleged invitation by the three powers to 
the United States and Great Britain to re- 
tire. In fact, the Japanese Minister, who 
today received a cablegram from his gov- 
ernment, says there is no foundation for the 
story so far as his government is concerned. 

The Minister made public one dispatch he 
received, but it does not refer to the report - 
ed belligerent action of the three powers 
mentioned, It is pointed out that such a 
course would be so extraordinary that no 
ciyilized nation would pursue it, no matter 
how anxious it was tor war nor how urgent 
the occasion. 

It is not customary for commanders in the 
| field to announée that their governments 
are at war with another nation, but it is the 
duty of @ belligerent nation formally to noti- 
fy all governments in the world of its in- 
tended action, so they may F 
selves accordingly. 


Must Notify All 

When two nations are at war it frequently 
becomes . necessary for one power to 
blockade the ports of the other, and notice 
must be givep neutral powers, so that they 
will know what is taking place and be 
enabled to také steps to respect the blockade 
and keep vessels flying their flags away from 
the ports blockaded. 

An invitation extended by the commanders 
of Russia, Germany, and Japan to the 
United States and Great Britain to retire 
from China would be a most unusual and 
unheard of proceeding. While the powers 
in China are acting independently, they are 
at the same time acting in accord with each 
other, and one nation has as much right to 
maintain its troops on Chinese soil as the 
other. It would be the most arrogant as- 
sumption on the part of one power to invite 
another to leave, and. such a course prob- 
ably would be een with disastrous con- 


sequences. 

Even if the three powers should go 0 war 
with China, this would not tzlve them the 
right to oust the others, who are on Chinese 
soll for the protection of the lives and prop- 
erty ot their citizens, and their interests 
are identical with those of Germany, Russia, 
and Japan. ; 

Americans Will Not ‘Leave. 

Bo far as this government fs concerned, 
such an invitation would not have the slight- 
est effect, as the American forces will re- 
main in China until peace is restored, and 
Americans can, leave there in safety, and 
the enjoyment of their rights. 

From advices received by the Japanese 
Minister it appears there is no longer any

Even in good times 
there are always some who will respond to 
the suggestion of envy.

that the source of success or failure lies in 
the man himself—in his energies, his judg- 
ment, his willinghess to practice self-denial 
in many ways.

The pulling down of the successful is as 
much a part of Mr. Bryan’s program as the 
pretended elevating of the unsuccessful.

A correspondent asks this question: 
Why is it that the Presidential election 18 
, beld on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November? Why was it neces- 
sary to insert in the constitutional emend- 
ment the express wording ‘the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday’? Why not the 
first Tuesday in the month?!“ 0 

This querist is not so familiar with the 
constitution as he should be. It does not 
fix the day for the choosing of. Electors. 
All it prescribes is that they be selected 
prior to March 4. The designation of the 
day for holding the Presidential election is 
left to Congress. 

The first act passed by it relating to that 
subject was in 1792. It provided that Pres- 
idential lectors should be appointed“ with- 
in thirty-four days before the first Wednes- 
day in December.” This left each State 
free to select a day to suit itself within those 
limits. Pennsylvania chose Electors on the 
last Friday in October. Other States elect- 
theirs on different days between the be- 
ginning and middle ot November. When

While the population of the country at

These three American cities of the first 


429,474, or nearly 9 per cent of the entire 
population of the United States, The 
trend of the population toward the cities 
is strikingly shown by a comparison of 
these figures with the census returns of 
1800, when the ten leading towns of the 
country had an aggregate population of 
207,167, which was less than 4 per cent 
of the total population. . 

Durope has a population more than five 
times as large as that of the United States, 
but has only five cities of more than one 
million inhabitants, London, Paris, Berlin, 
Vienna, and St. Petersburg, whose com- 
bined populations are less than 8 per cent 
of that of Europe. The comparative ad- 


than in Europe, which explains and jus- 
tifies the American preference for city life. 
A reaction has set in in favor of subur- 
ban residence which has been stimulated 
by excellent transit facilities, but the rural 
sections of the country will not attract 
many people from the cities in advance of 
improvements which are indispensable to 
health as well as comfort. Public works 
of this character have been necessarily 
confined to American cities, and it will be 
many years before the rural districts can 
afford such internal improvements as are 
to be found in the country in many parts of 
Europe. In the meantime, the bulk of the

Wherever Populists seize 
the reins of government they set to work 
at once to enact laws to prevent the in- 
flux of new capital and hasten the de- 
parture of capital which is subject to their 
jurisdiction, They make furious war on 
railroads. They attack by legislation every 
industry which is building up the communi.

To make money in other ways than by 
cheating creditors is not looked on with 
‘favor in the land of Populism. 

Where the activities of government are 
devoted to the suppression of enterprise 
instead of its protection, a growth in popula- 
tion is not to be looked for. Nebraska has 
known the curse of Populist government. 
It has now a Governor and one Senator 
ef that faith. Citizens of Omaha would 
do well to contemplate the possibility that 
Bryanism, which is Populism, is decidedly 
more responsible for the small population 
of their city than lazy enumerators are. 
Should the returns for Nebraska show that 
the State has done so poorly during the 
last decade that it may lose a Representa- 
tive under the next apportionment, as some 
fear will be the case, Nebraskans should 
understand that the principles of their es- 
teemed fellow-citizen, Mr. Bryan, are the 
cause of that misfortune, | | 
Loyalty to ,Bryan and Populism Is an 
expensive luxury. Nebraska and the ad- 
joining State of Kansas have found that 
out in many ways. When the census re- 
turns are in they will have some definite 
statistics, which will give them a clearer 
idea of the price they have paid. 


CITY “TO PROPOSE LEGISLATION. 

The plan of the Special Street Railway 
committee to prepare legislation to be pro- 
moted next winter at Springfield is based 
upon two important ideas. * 
The first is that legislation on the street 
rallway question should emanate from the 
city. Hitherto such legislation, from the 
special charters of the three original North 
Side, South Side, and West Side companies, 
granted in 1859 and 1861, and including 
the ninety-nine- year act of 1865, as 
well as the Allen law of 1897, has.consisted 
mainly of measures proposed by the special 
interests concerned. Certain provisions 
appear in the present constitution and in 
the present and former charters of the city 
which were evidently dictated from the 
standpoint of the public interest, but these 
are chiefly of a negative character. Since, 
however, the city appears now to have 
reached the point where, instead of merely 
applying checks to corporate plans, it de- 
sires to devise. and follow out a positive 
general policy of its own concerning rapid 
transit, it must no longer act the part 
of mere objector at Springfield, but must 
assume. that of proponent, = 

The second idea underlying this plan 
of the committee is that legislation on 
the subject should be purely of ay enabling 
character—that the authorities at the 
capital should in no respect whatever un- 
dertake to settle the street railway ques- 
tion of Chicago, but should turn over that 
question in its entirety to the city itself, 
with full powers for dealing with it as 
shall seem best to the people concerned. 
This idea will undoubtedly be the key- 
note of the bill or bills proposed by the 
committee, and local approval for that 
feature can be counted upon. 

That approval, too, will not be induced 
by the memory of the assault by the street 
railway companies in the Legislature of

MISS ELMA GRAVES WOULD HAVE 


CHICAGO STREETS ARTISTIC. 


0 ie a Lecture on Municipal Art at All 


Souls’ Church She Criticises the City 
for Its Apathy Towards Public Im- 
provements of This Nature — Says 
Sanitation and Good Streets Should 
Take Precedence, but Art Should 
Not Be Neglected. . 


Suggestions for a cleaner and more ar- 
tistic Chicago were made in a lecture on 
„ Municipal Art by Miss Elma Graves of 
Helen Health Settlement before a congrega- 
tion in All Souls” Church, Oakwood boule- 
vard and Langley avenue, yesterday morn- 
ing. Miss Graves told how Chicago could 
be made to rank in beauty with some of the 
famous European cities. Incidentally she 
induiged in mild criticism of the little ac- 
complished in the way of public art in re- 
cent years. 

The trouble here.“ sho. said, is that we 
need municipal government instead of mu- 
nicipal chaos. Aside from the making of 
boulevards and parks, whose primary pur- 
pose is not that of beauty of art, little has 
been done. Almost all that has been done 
in the way of improvements has been by 
private enterprise. Consequently we are 
near the beginning of municipal art in 
America. 


Sanitation Should Precede Art. 

** Before we come to art we should clean 
the city of smoke and filth, make good 
streets, dispose of the billboard nuisance or 
substitute ‘artistic posters, provide play- 
grounds or small parks, dispose of the cars 
in the street by building tunnels under- 
ground, place all telephone and electric 
wires’ out of sight. build artistic fountains. 
and plant trees and build arcades, that peo- 
ple in congested places may have light. The 
improvement of the tenements and the tene- 
ment district is fundamental, not only to the 
beauty of the city but for sanitary reasons 
as well.“ Miss Graves mentioned other ways 
in which Chicago could be made A Beau- 


tiful City.“ Europe, she said, should be 
used as a model. 
* America,” Miss Graves continued, 


„ would do well to try to draw back some of 
the $4,000,000 spent every year in Europe by 
Americans by attracting, foreign visitors 
through the beauty of its cities. Even Chi- 


'‘eago, what Mr. Gookins call4 its ‘ impatient, 


cross, imperious commercialism,’ should ap- 
preciate this advantage of municipal art; 
should comprehend that beautiful and pe- 
turesque features of a city may rival even 
the Stock-Yards and race courses in attrac- 
tiveness.”’ 


Art’s Great Effect on People. 

Mise Graves, in her lecture, referred to 
the influence art had years back. “ Michae} 
Angelo’s David,“ said she, representing 
as it did the release of the city from the 
tyranny of Cesare Borgia, had a most won- 
derful effect on the people. Some of the 
great feats in our land should be taught in 


an impressive and symbolic way.“ 


Miss Graves also referred to the art of the 
pyramids 3,000 years ago, and the factor it 
was in the life of the people of medieval 
Burope. “ The highest joy,“ she safd, “ of 
Peoples of the past was found in art,“ She 
advocated more teaching of art in schools, 
and quoted the words of Miss Starr of Hull 
House that “only by recreation of the 
sources of art can it be restored as a living 
force.” “Art,” the speaker said, in its 


‘broad and in its true sense, embraces all 


Production which involves creative thought 
and beauty. The value of art in education 
to the specific end of citizenship fs surely 
. in n public should be 
poncerned. 


Signs of an ES, 

Miss Graves, in the course of her address, 
gad: We are assured by various authori- 
ties that there are signs of an awakening 
of interest on every hand in regard to the 
welfare of art in Chicago. Hopé lies in the 
fine corps of architects, we are told oy sev- 
éral writers.“ 

She closed by referring to the fact that 
the chief pecuniary revenue of Florence, 
Venice, and other Italian cities lies in their 
art treasures. She said many millions of | 
dollars were spent in Europe for works of 
art by Americans each year. This in itself, 
she said, was a promise for municipal art 
in this country.

CART DISCLOSE DEEP SCHEME. 


Desperate Means Proposed by Rebel 
Leaders to Gain Possession of Ma- 
nila—Plan Includes the Destruction 


as to Invite Complications—Though 


of Success. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 26.—The War de- 
partment has made public letters found 
among the papers of General Ricart, re- 
cently arrested by the police near Manila. 
Among them is an unsigned letter in regard 
to an attack on Manila in January, 1900. 
Tt states that the reason for not carrying 
out the proposed attack was because of the 
small number of resolute persons stationed 
at the gates, and because General Otis had 
gone aboard a ship in Manila Bay. Another 
attack was planned, but was not carried 
out because the enemy made a careful 
search of the city as a result of disturbances 
the previous day. The letter advises an- 
other attack and outlines the following plan: 

„To recruit in your command of south 
Luzon 3,000 men of sure daring and stead- 
iness. These will enter the walled city armed 
with knives. The entrance of this number 
of men will be effected during a priod of 
about three weeks. It will be easy to do it, 
and I shall undertake to place them in safe 
places while the rest are arriving, and as 
soon as they all get in I shall give the nec- 
essary instructions to direct and arrange 
tor codperation in the blow on the said point, 
the walled city.” 


Advises Desperate Means. 
After making suggestions as to the raising 
of. fund, the letter continues: 

At the same time, with all due honor and 
respect, I inform you, General, that it is 
my strong belief to receive a favorable 
termination of the present campaign, in 
which we suffer defeats continually, not that 
any one is of much importance, but they 
diminish the desire of us Filipinos to pursue 
with the necessary ardor the longed-for lib- 
erty and independence of our dear country, 
and there is no other way of attaining this 
than by carrying out the blow in the City of 
Manila, since that piece of land, surrounded 
with its high and massive wall, once taken, 
we shall be able to dominate its suburbs, 
and, as the foreigners live in them, we shall 
be forced to have direct relations with them. 
„Fes, General, I agree with persons of 
greater ability than I that the burning of a 
few foreign commercial establishments will 
be sufficient to give a new color to the pres- 
ent critical conditions in the Philippines, 
but permit me, General, to state my case 


1 briefly. 


' Involving the Foreigners. 

“ How would the foreigners and the Amer- 
icans come to an agreement in regard to the 
damage and prejudice such a conflagration 
would cause the first? How would we find 
out their agreement? If the property of the 
foreigners is bürnt and nothing more is geo 
we. shall not obtain their valuable aid, 
shall never get it, but if, in addition, — 
succeed in obtaining possession of the said 
walled city, then, with our heads nobly erect, 


| we can demand what we want of them and

In closing, the writer says: I state all 
this; General, for your opinion, so that if you

PLUMBERS TO CONSIDER STRIKE 
AT SPECIAL MEETING. 


Action of Building Trades Couneti Will 
Probably Govern Union Tonight, 


Jobs on all Union Contracts at Once 
Leaders Deny Any Dictation from 
Building Contractors — Woodwork- 
ers Defer Decision. 


A meeting of the journeymen 
plumbers will be held tonight to consider the 
strike which was called a week ago. It is 
expected the men will be ordered to return 
to work on all union jobs, in accordance with 
the actior taken at Friday night's meeting 
of the Building Trades council. 

Much feeling has been aroused in union 
circles on account of the plumbers not dis- 
criminating between friends and foes in go- 
ing out. A story has even been current that 
the action of the plumbers was really dic- 
tated by the Contractors’ council, with the 
ulterior purpose of giving the journeymen 
an excuse for getting out of the Building 
Trades council. It was said they did not 
wish to openly withdraw from the central 
body, but that in the discipline which they | 
expected would be visited upon them by the 
council they would find an excuse for getting 
out, the same as the Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Mechanics. 

Leaders ofthe journeymen plumbers, how- 
ever, make an indignant denial of this re- 
port, and say the strike was ordered for the 
purpose of finding out just where they stood; 
that they had become tired of working under 
cover, as they have been doing for a con- 
siderable time past, and decided to find out 
— who were there friends and who were 


It is claimed the strike has mplished 
just what it was expected it would, that 
many of the bosses have indicated their 
willingness to sign the agreement the union 
has held out for, and that the entire situa- 
tion has been greatly clearea up, to the de- 
cided advantage of the union and the Build- 
ing Trades council. It is admitted some in- 


Justice has been done union employers, but 


it is declared they will be promptly taken 
care of. 

It was expected that yesterday's meeting 
of the Building Material Trades council 
would take some action on the pending strike 
of the woodworkers, but it did not touch on 
the matter, deciding it was wiser to postpone 
action until it became manifest the mill men 
did not propose to agree to an eight-hour 
work day. While no date has been fixed for 
the second conference of the mill men and 
the Arbitration committee of the woodwork- 
ers, it is expected it will be held tomorrow. 

Bath sides are averse to discussing the 
probable outcome of the matter. but promi- 
nent members of the Building Contractors’ 
council declare the bosses will stand out 
against the eight-hour day. It is said they 
feel confident of winning out, for the reason 
the Building Trades council is not now in 
shape to afford the material trades the help 
it has given them in the past by refusing 
to handle non-union made material,
